‘A claim by Copt. E..B, Hayes sgainet the 6.8. 
,380 wages and damages 
for wrongfal dismissal at Shanghai opened up 
various points of interest. On Fobruary 5th 
Bir Hovilland de Sausmares gave judgment as 
followa:—'Phe question as to whether this action 
is properly. brought on the, Admiralty side of 
the Conrt ie one inte which I need not go. 

wish to exprose no opinion on it as T have had 
no atgument and I form no opinion. Tho 
action ia brought by the osptain against the ship 
and he in substance asks for damages for 
vrongtal dismissal, The defences rsisad by Mr. 
Jones are three; first that the dismiseal ia 
justified, second that. ho (plaintitly accepted bis

FINEST CLUB IN ORIENT. 
THR NEW CLUB CONCORDIA AT FHANGHAT 


Feb. 6th was red-letter day in tho history 
of the German community in Shangbsi. The 
gorgeous olub Huyss on the Bund was opened. 
Approaching tha building from the Bund one 
passes up 8 broad Aight of atoira to the gor- 
geona entrance hall and grand atoircase. his 
hall isa very fine specimen of decorative art, in 
combination with solidity of utructure.

‘The heating is carried out by meau 6 
of steam, and in tho ventilation the most ap- 
proved modorn methods, specially adapted for 
Shovghai, are in vogue, ‘The efficient heating 
depends upon the uso of best cake, thereby | 
minimising the smoke nuisaoce. On this floor, 
too, are well-lighted, uniformly boated wine cel- 
lors, capable of storing wines for a long siege, 
if such an impossibility should take plice, We 
return to the first floor and ontrance hall by 

a atuireaso connected with the Jinkee Road 
entranes. 'Thia staircase communicator with 
evory floor, but is chiefly intended os o private 
entrance for resident members and persons 
having business with the seoretariat. From thia 
eutrance we pasa along a corridor ou one side 
of which is the sveretariat whilat ou other oro 
the reading and billiard rooms. The secretariat 
offices sre simply But substantially furniabed 
with every requisite, ‘Lhe reading room is o 
beautiful specimpn of chaste workmanship is 
teak, At the mpper ond are several cosy cormera 
where one may read or writv ip joal privacy.

reflection, The billiard roo is o commodious 
and cheerful apartment containing six tables, 
with suitable lighting arrangements, ‘ 

Next to the billiard roow, and occupyiag the 
whole front of the building, is the bar, which 
consists of two sections, one purmounted by & 
finy view of Bremer, tho.othor by 8 view of 
Berlin. Tho fittings of tho bar-room, which 
pre in the finest style, aro the gift of the 
‘Norddentscher ‘Lloyd 8.8, Co. In the bar: 
room ia slao a choice grand-father's clock, the 
gift of tha Swiss members of the Clab, 

Tt may ba well to mention hére that, though 
tho Club is preponderatingly Germin, itis oot 
exclueively so, and its coamopolitsn cheracter is 
iWustratcd by the appearance in the stained 
plore windows of the arms of various non: 

Jermanic states, ‘I'be grand staircare, leading 

from the first to the recond floor, is the renlisa- 
tion in Japnveso marble of a very fine 
conception, the balusters, pilasters, and pther 
adorLmonte being qaite palatial, At the head of 
this graud staircase ia on enfeance lob.
